Wounded Leader on Crutches. 

Lieut. Col. Frederick H. Herman, 
who was shot through the right leg 
while commanding the American 
troops, continued in command on 
crutches. | 

While the casualties on the Mexican 
side of the border were not known to- 
night, it was estimated that 100 had 
been killed by fire from the American 
side, while at least twice this number, 
including a number of civilians, were 
injured. It was reported tonight that 
the mayor of Nogales, Sonora, was 
killed, but this was not confirmed. 

Fire on American Sentry. 

The fighting followed the alleged ef- 
forts of a Mexican custom official to 
smuggle a fellow countryman across 
the boundary into the United States, 
An American sentry attempted to stop. 
him. Two Mexicana fired at the sentry | 
across the street, striking him in the 
right arm; The fire was returned by 
American patrols, and after Mexicans 
had rushed from nearby buildings and 
started shooting across the line from 
behind buildings and walls the firing 
became general. 

The American sentry was seen soon 
after to enter an office on International 
avenue with his arm dangling at his 
side. The crowd, which rushed to the 
customs house when the first shots 
were fired, sought shelter behind build- 
ings. Everyone was ordered off the 
streets by the military. : 

An infantry detachment in command 
of Lieut. Col. Herman was rushed to 
the border and was followed by negro 
cavairy, which took up positions along 
the street forming the boundary. The 
general firing continued from 4 until 
5:30 p. m., when it died down slightly, 
but occasional shots could be heard, 
Reports that machine guns were 
brought into action by the American 


chine gun was set up in an office fac- 
ing Mexico. 
It was estimated that more than 300 
American soldiers and at least fifty 
civilians participated in the shooting. 
Call for Reinforcements, ; 
As soon as the firing became general 
calls were sent to Douglas, Ariz., Fort 
Huachuca and outpost points.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Secretary of War Baker, with 
approval from the president, sought to- 
day to meet demands of the senate mil- 
itary affairs committee for the estab- 
lishment of a government department 
of aeronautics by appointing John D. 
Ryan as second assistant secretary of 
war and designating him “ director of 
the air service.” 

Mr. Ryan, who is now director of aft- 
craft production, will have contro] over 
the bureau of aircraft production and 
the bureau of military aeronautics and 
a new head of the bureau of aircraft 
production will be selected. 

It was announced by Secretary 
Baker that Mr. Ryan will have full 
power “completely to codrdinate” air- 


craft activities of the government “ and 


to develop and carry out the air pro- 


gram,” which the recent report of the 
senate military committee revealed to 


be in a chaotic state. 
Disappoints Senators. | 
Among the membership of the sen-

No government in “Europe eould have stood up 
under such an exposure of failure in a capital war 
Necessity as the senate aircraft report just made. 
There would have been an explosion which would f* 
Rave blown forty leaders out of sight. The con- 
trast in America is significant. . 

The chief reason why the American people are 
Mot raging over the aircraft production failure. 
is that our people do not realize the fmportance 
Of the airplane. We talk a great deal about it, 
but we do not realize it. As the war continues 
details of war technique will come more vividly 
Within our interest. Slowly we snall begin to 
Understand that failure in equipment does’ not 
mean merely inconvenience but unnecessary loss 
Of life, the life of a son, a husband, a brother, a

Was being sent to their men while high explosive 
Was necessary. To a large part of our people that 
Would be a vague technicality. The opponents of 
preparedness who now declare we were prepared 
@iter all because our boys are fighting heroically

But, while 
there is @ great strength in this simyplicity of pur- 
pose, we shall pay a heavy price for it unless we 
Gan continue to read as we run, to think as we act. 

af we condone this aircraft failure we shall pay 
for it in the slackness and irresponsibility of other 
Mecessary war work. We ought to be sufficiently 
humiliated by the discrepancy between our promise 
@nd performance, our resources and accomplish- 
ment, to make it grimly certain that inexcusable 
delays shall not go unpunished and that the respon- 
sible authorities, even when their intentions have 
been unquestioned, shall be brought to book and, 
it-expedient, forced out of office. 

“The aircraft production failures were contributed 
Dy Various causes. Faulty judgment has been 
cured, perhaps, by changes of personnél. Some 
important corrections in organization and method 
mre reported.

The other three 
irons, save for variety’s sake, might 
as well be three driving irons, three 
midirons and three niblicks instead of 
one of each, as their purpose is to 


player who cannot afford these three 
extra clubs can easily get along with 
a coupling pin or a ponderous caddy.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—~[Spe- 
Gial.}—Wheatless days and wheatless 
meals are ordered discontinued by the 
food administration beginning Sept. 1, 
and new regulations governing the use 
of substitutes for wheat flour and de- 
creasing the percentage of substitutes 
to be sold with flour also have been 
proclaimed, | mee 
The food administration's recent sur- 
vey of conditions in the United States, 
France, England, and Italy shows that 
conservation of wheat flour in all coun- 
tries must be continued to guard 
against disaster, but that there can be 
permitted an alteration in the regula- 
tions. 

Suggestions to Retailers, 

“It has been agreed,” the food ad- 
ministration has announced, “ that the 
wheat bread of the allies shall contain 
20 per cent of other grains, and it is 
only just that we should bear our 
share in this saving and that our bread 
at least should@e universal with those 
who are suffering more greatly from 
the war than ourselves. 

“ Distribution and transportation cir- 
cumstances in the United States render 
it necessary to rely largely on the vol- 
untary action of our homes to enforce 
this mixture. The ‘:victory bread’ is 
wholesome and

Must Be Only 80 Per Cent Wheat. 
“For this purpose regulations are 


the preparation and marketing by the 
manufacturing and distributing trades 


plying with the international policy, 
which will be available for purchase 
by the household; second, in regula- 
tions covering the case where straight 
wheat flour is sold by retailers, that 
at the same time 20 per cent of other 
cereal flours must be sold coincidental- 
ly; third, requiring that all bakers’ 
bread shall contain 20 per cent of 
other cereals, and the food administra- 
tion relies upon the houséhdlders of 
the country to mix at least 20 per 
cent of the substitute cereals into the 
wheat flour at home for all uses.

“The new regulations supersede the 
fifty-fifty rule. The-retail dealer gell- 
ing standard wheat flour is réquested 
to carry in stock either barley flotir, 
corn meal or corn flour, and with every 
sale of wheat flour must sell some 
one or more of these in thé proportion 
of one pound of substitute to each four 
pounds of wheat flour. No dealer taay 
force any other substitutes in combina- 
tion upon the consumer, and these sub- 
stitutes must conform to the stand- 
ards fixed by the food administration. 

“There are some localities where 
other substitutes are available and 
which retailers may wish to carry. In 
order to meét this ‘situation the fol- 
lowing flours may be sold tn such com- 
bination in Heu of the above flour, if 
the consumer 8o demands, at the ratio 
of one pound to each four pounds of 
wheat flour—that is, feterita flour and 
meals, rice flour, oat flour, kaffir flour, 
milo flour, peanut flour, bean flour, 
potato flour, sweet potato flour and 
buckwheat flour.”
